Of the two coins which yeu sent, the smaller is 
not gold,but brass. It is what ie known as a spiel- 
mark or rechpfennig, and is a counter or token of no 
monetary value. They are very common in Germany. The 
silver piece is a Mchammedan coin called a dirhem. It 
was struck at Basrah in 850 A.D. by one of the Abbasid 
Caliphs, Kl-Mutawekkil. Its present value is roughly 
fifty cents.
